The original title is too long; therefore, it has been changed to "Device Enabling

In claim 1 , line 9, the expression "roller type carriages" has been changed to - 
roller carriages -. Note that the word "type" has been removed because its presence 
makes the expression unclear as to the claimed structures that are covered by the 
instant claimed type. 

3. The above changes are merely corrections to minor informalities. 

REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Lickle, Cook, 
Rempe, Forjot, Albrich, Winters, Armstrong, Pettit, Twitchell, Dyson, Foy, Miraglia, 
Scales, Hall, Swan disclose various devices enabling persons moving about or 
performing various sport activities without falling or sinking. However, the prior art of 
record taking alone or in combination does not suggest the instant claimed combination 
including the elevated rail support structure, obstacles, seats, signaling strips, and 
sensing devices arranged as specifically defined in dependent claim 1 , to form a device

that allowing handicapped persons to learn various activities. Noted that patentability of 
the instant claimed invention is not in the individual components recited in claim 1, but 
rather in the combination of such components. Accordingly, independent claim 1 along 
with claims 2-8, 10 and 12 depending therefrom are considered as being defined over 
the prior art of record.
